(i) In clause (lv) after the existing provisos, the following proviso shall 
be inserted, namely: —

before the 22nd August, 1961, and are expected to remain there 
upto the 28th February 1962.” 

(li) In the Note to clause (lv), after item 19, the following Item shall be

“20, Geneva."

G.S.R. 1355 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 12 of the Gov- 
ernment Savings Certificates Act, 1959 (46 of 1959) the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Post Office Savings Certificates 
Rules, 1960, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Post Office Savings Certificates (Fourth 
Amendment) Rules, 1961. 

2. In rule 9 of the Post Office Savings Certificates Rules, 1960 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), the following shall be inserted as item (vi), 
namely: — 

"(vi) surrender of a matured certificate”; 

3. In rule 11 of the said rules. — 

(a) for clause (i) of sub-rule (2), the following clause shall be substituted, 

namely:— 

"(1) to exchange the gift coupon for a certificate or certificates of the 
corresponding face value in his own name or jointly in his name 
and in the name of any other person, provided that the maximum 
limit prescribed for him or as the case may be, for him and the 
other person under these rules, is not exceeded by such exchange; 
or”; 

(b) in sub-rule (3), for the main paragraph, the following shall be sub- 

stituted, namely: — . .. 

“The Post Office shall on surrender of any gift coupon by a donee, other 
than a donee who already holds a certificate or certificates upto 
the maximum limit prescribed in these rules, issue In his own name 
or if so desired by the donee jointly in his name and in the name 
of any other person, a certificate or certificates of the correspond- 
ing face value”; 

(e) for sub-rule (7), the following sub-rules shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(7) Where a gift coupon is lost, destroyed, torn, mutilated nr defaced, 
the Post Office of issue of the coupon may, on application made 
by the donee and with the prior consent of the donor, Issue to the 
donee a certificate, the date of Issue of the certificate being the 
date on which the loss or destruction or the like is registered with 
the office of issue: 
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Provided that, in the case of loss or destruction of a gift coupon, a 
certificate shall not be issued until the expiry of a period of one 
year from the date of issue of the original coupon. 

Explanation. — A gift coupon in which the serial number and the index 
letter are not clearly identifiable shall be treated as a coupon 
which Is lost or destroyed; 

(8) A refund of the face value of a gift coupon referred to in sub-rule 
(7) shall, subject to prior verification from the office of issue and 
subject to the conditions for the issue of certificates specified in 
sub-rulo (71, be admissible in the circumstances specified in sub- 
rules (2), (4) and (6) ’* 

4. In rule 19 of the said rules.— 

(i) in sub-rule (11, for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted. 

namely; — 

“(a) the President of India or Governor of a State in his official capacity; 

(ii) after sub-rule (4), the following Note shall be inserted, namely; — 

“Note,— The gazetted officer of the Government accepting the certificates 

as security under sub-rule (1) or releasing the pledge under sub- 
rule (4) on behalf of the President or a State Governor shall certify 
that he is duly authorised under Article 299 of the Constitution vide 

Notification No dated by the Government of 

India in the Ministry of /State Government 

to execute such instruments or deeds on behalf 

of the President of India/ Governor of State,” 

5. In rule 32(1) (i) of the said rules after the words, “the orders of a Court 
■of Law”, the words and figure "or transfers made under rule 19” shall be 
inserted.
